DETAILED ACTION 

Ex parte Quayle 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Claims 6 and 7 are objected to. Claims 6 and 7 contains the trademark/trade name 
Zerodur and ULE, respectively. Where a trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a 
limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with 
the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 
(Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used 
properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to 
identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does 
not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present 
case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe the glass ceramic and the amorphous 
titanium silicate glass and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Further according to 37 C.F.R. 1.125, a substitute specification submitted must be 
submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the immediate prior version of the 
specification of record. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).

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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record teaches or discloses a projection objective for short wavelengths, in particular for 
wavelengths less than 157 nm , for EUV lithography or an X-ray optical subsystem wherein 
mirrors have multilayer coating, characterized in that there are two different layers or substrate 
material that differ in the rise in coefficient of thermal expansion as a function of the temperature 
in the region of the zero crossing of the coefficients of thermal expansion, in particular in the 
sign of the rise. Laufer et al. (2005/0185307) is included to show the state of the art regarding 
the mirrors in EUV lithography and X-ray lithography and CTE of the multilayer mirrors. 
However, Laufer do not disclose the two different layers or substrate materials that differ in the 
rise in CTE as claimed.
